T he first plan was 
in ad v ance 
m ad e impossible by d em ocrats re ­

As it is, the conv en­ 
tion presents to the cou ntry a pres­ 
id ential ticket which in a few d ay s

RADICALS WILL SURELY BOLT. 
O n the other hand , as was a u thor­ 
itativ ely d eclared to the' conv ention 
tod ay by Ashby of Tex as, chosen 
ex pressly to m ake the specific d e ­ 
claration, u nless Bry an shall accept 
the nom ination on term s and ad opt 
the popu list platform as his own, 
the m id d le of the road m en will not 
su pport him in Nov em ber. Nothing 
was ev er d eclared with greater pe r­ 
spicu ity of pu rpose. 
T he third party has been swept 
throu gh the breakers u pon the rocks;

ing or running exp enses, there is

T o show how destructively ex­ 
p ensive to our country that decline 
has been we will cite a single in­ 
stance: 
H a d we received for our exp orts 
alone for the y ear 189 5 the p rices 
of 1873 they would have brought to 
our p eop le nine hun dred millions of 
dollars more th an they did bring, 
and this would have been distribut­ 
ed through every interest p roducing 
and handling them, from raw m a ­ 
terial until delivered for con sum p ­ 
tion. 
O ur exp orts are p erhap s five 
p er cent, of our total p roducts. T he 
loss ap p lies to the whole p roduct. 
T he difference which a fair p rice 
would give would be available for 
debt p ay ing, or for surp lus. 
This 
is only one y ear of twenty -three, 
though one of the worst. 
It will need but little reflection 
up on such facts to guide us, to show 
us that with even ourcollossal debt, 
p ublic and p rivate, exceeding an y ­ 
thing in the world's history , would 
be p erfectly safe with fair p rices to 
give legitimate surp lus earning to 
our p roducers. 
N or will it need much reflection, 
with such facts to guide us, to show 
that with the good times which fair 
p rices would have kep t with us, we 
could have lived in greater comfort, 
had a much greater and m uch b e t­ 
ter develop m ent than we have and 
could have p aid for it out of sur­ 
p lus 
earnings, 
so 
that 
our debt 
would rep resent widesp read p roduc ­ 
ing interests in all p arts of the coun­ 
try , and not be held so largely , or 
indeed, at all, abroad. 
F urth er th an that, instead of b e ­ 
ing the great deb tor country of the 
world we would be the great creditor 
country . 
O ur 
com m erce 
by 
sea 
would sup p lem ent and com p lem ent 
our com m erce by land and our own 
ship s would be bringing us tribute 
from every great p ort in the world. 
O ur own city of New York woulc 
be the first city of a mighty re­ 
p ublic 
whose 
p ower 
and wealth 
would assure p erm anent safety anc 
p rosp erity , unequaled elsewhere in 
the world. 
T here is, however, 
“ no use in 
cry ing 
over 
sp illed 
m ilk.” 
We 
adop ted a p olicy which has crip p led 
our energies and we must face the 
consequences,horiestly and courage­ 
ously , until we can get into better 
way s 
and 
through 
them 
reach 
better 
times. 
O ur 
generation 
has 
got 
down 
to 
cost 
line 
and 
to 
consum p tion 
of 
cap i­ 
tal. 
A nother generation 
under a 
continuation of the p olicy would b e ­ 
come enslaved, so we believe our 
p eop le will find a remedy . 
As Wall 
street p ap ers 
looking 
first, naturally , to the interests of 
the p eop le am ong whom we live, 
p eop le who have invested their sav­ 
ings and means in securities, our 
chief concern is for such a p olicy as 
will 
make 
investm ents 
safe 
and 
clear off the debt that has been in ­ 
curred, so that all holders, at hom e 
and abroad, may be fully p aid. 
We believe that the best w ay ,and 
in fact the only way , to sustain the 
p ublic credit and p ublic hon or is to 
adop t a financial p olicy th at will 
p erm it our p eop le by honest labor to 
earn surp lus m oney to 
p ay their 
debts. 
W e believe the single gold stan d­ 
ard will continue to dim inish their 
p ower. 
H en ce we op p ose it.

A p olicy to increase the value of 
our p roducts, not the volume of our 
debts. 
This involves more money . 
As 
we are writing to bankers we must 
cite bankers' op inions to sustain our 
p osition. 
We, therefore, refer y ou 
o the conclusions reached by the 
Baltimore B ankers’ convention as 
o the needs of 
more m oney to 
meet the needs of an energetic p eo­ 
p le. 
T h at 
convention 
fully 
sus- 
ained the p osition alway s held by 
the DaUy Financial News and by 
the Financial R ecord as to the im ­ 
p erative need of more money . 
T he convention thcmght the banks 
ought to issue the additional m on ­ 
ey . 
O ther p eop le think the gov­ 
ernm ent ought to issue it. 
But all 
agree to the need of more money . 
W ho shall furnish it is a question of 
detail to be determ ined by the p e o­ 
p le, through their congress. 
In conclusion, we think it has 
been most unfortunate for eastern 
investm ent interests, 
for

financial interests, that there has 
not been a greater division of senti­ 
m ent and more discussion by the 
eastern p ress. 
It has been all on 
one side.

Besides the action of 
New York's delegates at Chicago m 
refusing to p articip ate in the c on ­ 
vention, and their not y et knowing 
where they stand, adds to the c om ­ 
p lexity of the calculations involved 
in an estimate.

In criminal 
cases the law siaiys a man shall be 
tried by a jury of bis peers, 
but it 
does not mean his social peers. 
It 
means people who have equal rights 
and are recognized with him equally 
under the law. 
The negro has as 
many rights as a white man,
